Pauperism in Europe. — According to 
recent calculations there are at prcsenl 
in Euro[)C 10,797,833 paupers, one- twen- 
tieth of the total popul.-.tioii. The num- 
ber of the laboring class who depend 
wholly on their toil, and whom tlie least 
change would plunge into utter want, 
amounts to 50,000,000, or one fifth of 
the general population. The mass of 
the indigent approaches 17,000,000. 

London includes 105,000 paupers in 
1,350,000 inhabitants. 

In 1791, there were estimated to be 
at Vienna, in a population of 170,000, 
37,514 paupers. In 1822, in conse- 
quence of the adoption of wise adminis- 
trative measures, the nnmhcr was re- 
duced to 20,581. 

In 1792 there existed at Copenhagen 
3,400 paupers in 120,000 inhabitants. 

In 1798, when the religions orders 
were suppressed, the poor list of Home 
amounted to more than 30,000 in a pop- 
ulation of 147,000. 

The poor population in Italy amounts 
to ono twenty-fifth of the whole. At 
Venice it was lately estimated that in a 
population of 100,000 there were 70,000 
poor. 

At Amsterdam not long since, there 
. were more than 80,000 poor in a popnla- 
tiin of 217,000. At Berlin of 160,000 
inhabitants but 12,000 are paupers. In 
the Canton of Claris in Switzerland, the 
fourth as the population is in indigence 
— Phil. Herald.

1 No. 4. VVe will pay the money, says 
I l;c, when ‘■Uhe Government of the United 
j ' States is ready on its part lo declare to 
I by addressing its claim to us officially 
j in writing, that it regrets the misunder- 
•'standing which has arisen between the 
two countries; that this ini.tundcrstiinding 
is founded on a mistake; that it never 
entered into its intention to call in ques- 
tion the good faith of the French Govern- 
ment, nor to take a menacing attitude 
towards France:" and he adds, '‘if the 
Governmeut of the United States does not 
give, this assurance, we shall be obliged 
to think that this misunderstanding is not 
the result of an error." 

In the letter marked No. 6. the French 
Minister also remarks that “the Govnrn- 
ment of the United States knows that upon 
itself depends henceforward the execution 
of the.

Obliged, by the preci.-.o language thus 
used by the French Minister, to view it 
as a pereintory refusal to execute the 
Treaty, except on terms incompatible 
with the honor and independence ol the 
United States, and persuaded that, on 
considering the correspondence now sub- 
mitted to you, >ou can regard it in no 
other light, it becomes my duty to call 
your attention to such measures as the 
exigency of the case demands, if the 
claim of interfering in the commnnica- 
tioiis between the difl'erent branches of 
our Government shall be persisted in.

A fatal duel was fought just without 
the corporation of Clinton, eight miles 
hence, yesterday morning, between judge 
Isaac Caldwell and Col. Gwyn, register 
of the I.and Office at that place, in 
which both were killed — Caldwell re- 
ceivings wound in the abdomen a little 
above and anterior to the right hip bone 
ranging an inch wiihin the cavity and a 
litt!c up, the ball entering Ihe left arm 
below the elbow.

Department of State, 
Washington, June 28, 1835. 
Thomas P. Bartcn, Esq. &lc. «Sic. 

Sib: Mr Livingston arrived here the 
day before yesterday. By the mail of 
yes erdaj your letter of the 7 lb .May, 
with a copy of Mr Livingston’s last note 
to the Duke de Broglie, was received. 

After an ottentive examination of Mr 
Livingston’s correspondence with this 
Dipurtinent and the Government of 
France, elucidated by his verbal explan- 
ations, the President has directed me to 
say to you that the Messrs de Rothschild 
have been airhorized by the Treasury 
Depurtinent to receive the money due 
under the treaty with France. Of this 
aiiiliority ihey will be directed to give no- 
tice to the French Government, without 
demanding payment. For \ oui*self, you 
will, if the bill of indemnity is rejected, 
follow mr Livingston to the U. Stales. If 
Ihe money is placed at the disposal of the 
King, conditionally, by the Legislature 
of France, you will await further orders 
from the United States, but maintain a 
guarded silence on the subject of the in- 
demnit)'. If approached, by the Govern- 
ment of France, directly or indirectly, 
you will hear w Itot is said without reply, 
slate wh-at has occurred in full to the 
Department, and await its instructions. 

It is the desire of the President that you 
will make not even a reference to the 
subject of the treaty in your intercourse 
with Ihe French Government, until the 
course intended to he pursued is definite- 
ly explained to the Uniied States. What- 
ever may be said to the Messrs de Roths- 
child, it will be their duty to report to 
you as well as to the Treasury Depart- I 
mcnl, and, whenever they converse with 
yon, they must be reminded lha; it is ex-j 
peeled that they will wait for express, 
notice from the Government of France,' 
that it is ready to pay before an ajiplicn-! 
tion for payment is made. I 

The course adopted by Mr Livingston' 
has been fully approved; and the hope || 
is indulged, that his representations have 
had their just influence on the councils 
of the King of France,

If this 
expectation is disappointed, you must ask 
for your passports, and return to the U.j 
States. If no movement has been made 
on the part of France, and no intimation 
given to you, or to the banker of the U.| 
Stales, who is the authorized agent of. 
the Treasury, to receive the instalments 
due, of the time that payment will be 
made, you are instructed to call upon | 
the Duke de Broglie, and request to be 
informed w hat are the intentions of the I 
Government in relation to it, stating that' 
you do so by orders of your Government,^ 
and w ith a view to regulate your conductl 
by the informa'iun you may receive from] 
him. In Ihe present agitated state of| 
France, it is the particular desire of ihej 
President that your application should j 
be made in the most conciliatory tone^l 
and your inlorview with the Duke mark-i 
ed by expressions ns coming from >our 
Government, of great personal respect! 
for that Minister, and of an anxious de- 
sire for the safely of the Kieg of France. 
If the Duke should inform you that the 
money is to be paid on any fixed day, 
you will remain in France; otherwise 
you will apply for your passports, and 
1 state Ihe reason to he that the treaty of 
I indemnity has not been executed by 
France. 

The President especially directs that 
you should comply with these instruc 
lions so earli, that the result maybe 
known here before the meeting of Con- 
gress, which takes place on the Tth of 
December next.
